Background: Dorian Bellan with the Groundwater Ambient Monitoring and Assessment 
Program will present the past decisions, present status, and future plans for 
this important program within the State Water Resources Control Board. She 
will focus primarily on information collection, processing, and distribution. 
Included in her presentation will be a discussion featuring their flagship 
product, GeoTracker GAMA. 

Given our recent presentation from DWR’s Abdul Khan regarding his team’s 
groundwater data management strategy still in development, we might find the 
comparison to another data management system insightful.
